Couple win case 
against Ryanair

RYANAIR has been successfully sued by a 
disabled woman after they ‘humiliated’ 
her when she was forced to be carried onto 
a plane by her husband. 

In July 2008, the Herald & Post reported 
how Paul Heath, 56, had to carry his dis¬ 
abled wife Jo, 57, onto a Ryanair flight at 


Luton Airport after the special ‘ambulift’ 
service they had booked through the airline 
failed to turn up. 

Jo, who suffers from multiple sclerosis and 
is in a wheelchair, had to be carried onto the 
plane via a fireman’s lift, after they were told 
that the flight to Brest Brittany would leave 
without them on June 21 2008. 

The couple, from Milton Malsor, have now 
been awarded £1,750 from Northampton 
County Court after a judge found that the 
low cost airline had been in breach of con¬ 


tract and had been discriminated against 
because of her disability. 

Mr Heath said: “We feel vindicated 
because we have had to fight to get where 
we are. 

“I don’t think Ryanair will learn from this 
because they tried to brush us under the 
carpet. 

“They actually offered us more money 
than we eventually received but we refused 
it because they wanted us to sign a

Woman’s horror

“No other person is believed to 
have been involved in the incident 
and it is not being treated as an 
accident.” 


Petrol hike fear 
of region’s MEPs

THE man who crashed into Wolfies Cafe 
was using his landlord’s car, a court has 
heard. 

Duke Ratemo, 22, from Weston Favell, 
pleaded not guilty to taking a vehicle with¬ 
out consent and dangerous driving. 

He did however plead guilty to careless 
driving as well as failing to stop and report 
an accident and driving without insurance 
and a driving licence. 

Ratemo, a Kenyan national, had taken his 
landlord’s Volkswagen Golf to pick up his 
girlfriend when he crashed into the popular 
cafe on Duke Street in Northampton. 

Prosecuting, Alex Ball, said: “He had taken 
the car from his landlord, who he had been 
living with for two months, to go and pick 
up his girlfriend. The vehicle went front first 
into the wall, before reversing out and driv¬ 


ing off. Witnesses heard screeching fol¬ 
lowed by a loud bang. 

“He must have been driving at some speed 
in a 30 mile an hour zone to have caused 
significant damage to Wolfies Cafe.” 

Defending Matthew Kirk said that he 
accepts he was driving carelessly but not 
dangerously and that although alcohol was 
in his system, he was below the legal limit 
and had had a drink after the accident. 

Judge Richard Bray sentenced Ratemo to a 
12 month, 80 hour community order. He 
was also banned from driving for 12 
months, issued a £300 fine and ordered to 
pay costs of £100 and a victim surcharge of 
£15. 

ludge Bray said: “This was a sturdy 
Victorian building and you must have been 
travelling at some speed to do the damage 
to the property.” 

The charge of taking the vehicle without 
consent was left on file. 


EAST Midlands MEPs Emma 
McClarkin and Roger Helmer have 
hit out at proposed new EU tax laws 
which could raise the price of petrol.

Cops act to help 
victims of abuse 



Judge slams airline’s hurry to take-off 


A NEW campaign has been launched to help 
victims of domestic abuse and encourage 
those who suffer to seek help and support. 

The initiative is being run by 
Northamptonshire Police who are called to 
more than 10,000 domestic abuse related 
incidents every year and works closely with 
partner organisations to help provide advice 
and support to victims. 

The campaign is being aimed at people 
who may not think of themselves as victims 
of domestic abuse as well as those family 
members and friends who may be worried 
about a relative or friend. 

Assistant Chief Constable Andy Frost, said: 
“Domestic abuse affects people from all 
walks of life, women, men and children and 
can be physical or psychological. 

“Our primary aim in domestic abuse cases 
is to make sure that the victim is safe. Once 
that has happened we can work with them 
to see if a criminal case can be pursued and 
bring the offender to justice.” 

Domestic abuse can take the form of 
harassment, manipulation, financial control, 
physical abuse, sexual abuse and 
psychological abuse and can impact on 
people from all walks of life. 

Mr Frost added: “We take incidents of 
domestic abuse extremely seriously and 
offer as much assistance to victims as 
possible, whether that be helping them 
seek refuge, make a criminal complaint or 
find support from a partner organisation.”

confidentiality clause but we wanted 
open justice.” 

In his judgement document district 
Judge Mchale slammed the airline after 
he heard that several members of 
Ryanair’s staff, including the pilot of the 
plane, said that it was their policy to 
leave disabled passengers behind if 
they could not be boarded in time for 
their flight - a point that wasn’t 
disputed by the airline in court. 

The judge also ruled that the airline 
was in breach of contract when the 
‘ambulift’ was not provided and that 
staff should have helped her onto the 
plane. 

He also took into account that some 
of the passengers and staff would have 
seen what was happening. 

Judge Mchale said: “In my judgement 
it cannot be argued that Mrs Heath did 
not suffer distress and physical 
inconvenience. 

“She is a disabled person and she 
made arrangements with the airline to 
avoid humiliation in embarking on the 
plane. The defendant did not provide 
that service. 


“I cannot imagine the humiliation that 
Mrs Heath felt with her husband having 
to carry her onto the plane by virtue of 
a fireman’s lift. 

“All the defendant was interested in 
was getting the plane airborne on time. 
It is my judgement that I find as a 
matter of fact that anything that 
interfered with that turnaround time 
was going to be ignored.” 

The judge also said that the Heaths 
were discriminated against as they had 
to pay extra for the services and had to 
book them via a premium phone line, 
although Ryanair no longer uses this 
practise for booking disabled services. 

Ryanair has said that they will appeal 
the decision and have blamed Luton 
Airport for the incident. 

A spokesman for Ryanair said: 
“Ryanair will appeal the Northampton 
County Court decision since under EU 
law airports, and not airlines, are 
responsible for the provision of special 
assistance to passengers. This service 
is paid for by Ryanair and the failure of 
Luton Airport’s service provider to 
assist Mr and Mrs Heath in this case 
was not the responsibility of Ryanair.”

Review probes 
deaths of tots

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THE findings from investigations into 
the tragic deaths of two children in the 
county have been made public. 

A Serious Case Review Executive 
Summary has been revealed in both 
cases and published by the Local 
Safeguarding Children Board 
Northamptonshire (LSCBN). 

A serious case review is carried out 
when abuse or neglect is thought to be a 
factor in the death of a child. 

The review aims to establish if 
there are lessons to be learned 
about how agencies and 
professionals work together and 
to identify them to improve 
inter-agency working and to 
better safeguard children overall. 

One of the children who died, 
referred to only as Child E in the 
review, is believed to be three- 
year-old Callum Bland. 

The toddler died in March 2007 
following a house fire in Fulmar 
Lane, Wellingborough. 

LSCBN carried out a serious 
case review following the death 
of Child E and the report states the cause 
of death could not have been predicted. 

Independent chairwoman of LSCBN 
Janet Galley said: “The review of this 
tragic case concludes the event which 
caused the death of this child could not 
have been foreseen. 

“However, it raises the possibility had 
identified safety risks been addressed, 
the death of the child may have been 
prevented. 

“It also highlights the need for 
professionals to focus much more on the 
day-to-day experiences of the child and 
the effect long-term neglect can have on 
children. 

“The LSCBN will co-ordinate work to 
ensure the relevant agencies implement 
the recommendations and continue to 
put the welfare, safety and protection of 
children and young people at the centre 



of their work.” The child and its family 
were known to a number of agencies and 
professionals, and they all contributed 
to the review. 

An original investigation was judged 
inadequate by Ofsted but this revised 
review has been accepted. 

A number of recommendations from 
the original have already been 
implemented by the agencies who were 
involved with the child and the 
updated review put forward some 
additional recommendations. 

In the other case, Child A 
died when newborn in April 
2008. 

The review looked at all the 
agencies involved with Child 
A’s mother, together with the 
information available to 
agencies concerning her 
family, including her other 
child, and made eight 
recommendations for all 
agencies to address. 

Ms Galley said: “It was a 
matter for concern the mother 
of Child A managed to conceal 
her pregnancy for so long, 
despite the fact she was seeing 
professionals. 

“However, the serious case review’s 
recommended actions, based on what 
has been learned from this tragic case, 
have already been put into practice 
resulting in much closer and better 
working to safeguard the young people 
in our care. 

“I would also like to offer my assurance 
that while the publication of the report 
has been delayed, the actual findings 
have been adopted by the LSCBN and 
work has taken place to ensure the 
recommendations are implemented. 

“This was a complex review and a 
number of different factors have 
contributed to the delay in publishing it, 
including legal proceedings, the police 
investigation into the child’s death and 
the need to ensure the document was 
suitably anonymised.”

Sadly the buses, like the 
trains, water, gas and electric 
companies seem to attract 
most criticism. 

Being privatised all these 
utilities/services are there for 
profit and the only way to 
achieve it is by pushing prices 
up, wages down and cutting 
running times which all have 
a detrimental effect on each 
and everyone. 

If all these had been kept in 
the public sector there could 
have been cross subsidy as 
long as they were not loss 
making which I am sure could 
have been achieved with 
negotiations within the 
companies.

It was constantly winning 
awards for its profitability and 
ran buses successfully for its 
seven years of existence. 

It seems the NHS will now 
be the latest of the 
‘family silver’ to be part/fully 
privatised by the 
Government.

Passengers need a reliable bus service

Since a change in the 
schedules a year or two ago 
my local service has gradually

In my experience, too, 
Northampton seems to be 
unique among large towns in 
not having a service later than 
early evening. 

If the council really wants to 
revitalise the town and gain 
city status surely something 
should be done to improve 
this service. 

We were told when it was 
introduced - no doubt at vast 
expense to the ratepayer that 
the electronic bus stop sys¬ 
tem would display the arrival 
of the next bus at our stop. 

If one is lucky enough to 
have this electronic master¬ 


piece at your stop all it seems 
to do is highlight the fact that 
any resemblance to the 
advertised timetable is 
entirely coincidental. 

However, it does demon¬ 
strate the existence of the 
ultimate in ‘green’ transport 
in Northampton. 

The phantom bus is shown 
approaching, then as it glides 
invisibly and silently past 
without causing the tiniest 
disturbance to the environ¬ 
ment it disappears from the 
screen, never to be seen 
again. Never, that is, except 
possibly as a subsidy credited 
to the bus company’s 
accounts? 

If the bus companies cannot 
provide the advertised 
services with the resources 
available then they should 
modify the timetables. 

I am sure most passengers 
would prefer a reliable service 
rather than one which runs at 
random intervals if at all.

With Northamptonshire 
Police chief constable 
Adrian Lee 


Drop in crime is a big deal 
for police and the people 


I was particularly pleased to be 
given an opportunity to address 
the readers of the Herald & Post 
in my first column. 

With April being the beginning of 
the financial year, it is an 
opportune time for me to take you 
through a look at what your Force 
and our partners have achieved in 
the last year, with your support 
This year has been eventful to 
say the least. 

We have seen a significant 
change in our Force structure, 
going from two separate 
command units to one territorial 
command meaning that our 
officers are better placed to deal 
with incidents from a wider area 
and are not restricted by 
boundaries. 

Our biggest achievement this 
year however has been a 10.7 per 
cent reduction in crime across 
Northamptonshire for 2010/11, 
compared with the previous year. 

That is an impressive 5,895 fewer 
victims of crime. 

That is a massive achievement 
for our Force, the communities and 
the partners we work with. 

This is coupled with public 
confidence in the police having 
gone up to 52.7 per cent, the 
second biggest increase in the 
country this year. 

Operation Guardian has been 
particularly important this year. 

It has been key in contributing to 
a 22.5 per cent reduction in 
robbery, burglary and vehicle 
crime. We have also seen a 36.5 
per cent reduction in most serious 
violence - the biggest reduction in 
the country this year. 


I was once asked ‘What do you 
love most about your job?’ My 
answer was having a positive 
impact on the lives of other people. 

And that is exactly what some of 
our officers from Corby did a few 
weeks ago when they saved the 
life of a man who was suffering a 
heart attack outside the police 
station. Listening to the actions of 
the officers made me particularly 
proud. In this profession we are 
often on the receiving end of 
aggression from those we’re 
arresting or the emotion of those 
who have fallen victim. 

Officers are rarely seen as the 
heroes, when in fact a lot of their 
work they undertake helps 
improve the quality of life for 
people and in some cases, can help 
save lives. 

ecently we have had two 
important reviews looking at 
pensions and pay and 
conditions, amongst other things. 

There are some elements of the 
reviews that I believe have merit, 
whilst there are other aspects that 
will have far reaching consequen¬ 
ces for the pay and conditions of 
police officers and staff who are 
currently in a period of uncertainty. 

However, what is certain is that 
we will continue to serve our 
communities and reduce crime. 


L ast year we carried out a 
series of consultation events 
urging people to have their say 
on what they thought we should 
be focusing on this year. 

Hundreds of people took part and 
helped shape our priorities, the 
main focus being anti-social 
behaviour. You also told us that you 
want us to focus on violence and 
drugs and that is exactly what well 
be doing. 

Moving forward this year our focus 
will also be on resolving issues for 
our communities and not just on 
detection rates. 

I believe resolving issues in many 
low level concerns works better 
for all those involved and is often 
better received by victims than 
using alternative and often longer 
term approaches. 

T his month many of you will be 
looking forward to the much- 
awaited royal wedding. We will 
have officers out in the county 
making sure that those engaging in 
celebrations are having a safe and 
enjoyable time. I am extremely 
passionate about family, being 
from a large family myself, the 
holidays were always entertaining. 

The forthcoming holiday period 
will allow many people to spend 
some quality time with their 
friends and loved ones.

“It is ridiculous, as from my house to 
the sorting office they managed to 
lose it - this is not good enough.” 

Mrs Hansel has no idea what the 
item is and does not know who sent it 
to her. 

Royal Mail gave her a number of 
excuses why it couldn’t find it, ranging 
from the postman had taken it home, 
he doesn’t work on a Friday and he is 
new. 

She added: “I can’t imagine how they 



can be so inefficient - it is beyond me. 
They told me it was back in the sorting 
office but the line manager searched it 
and couldn’t find it.” 

When the Herald & Post contacted 
the company to find out where Mrs 
Hansel’s item was a Royal Mail 
spokesman said: “We apologise to the 
customer for the concern this has 
caused.

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Man bailed after 
drugs rap change

A MAN who signed for a package 
believed to have heroin in it has 
been bailed after it emerged the 
contents did not contain the 
class A drug. 

America Nwani-Iwerumor, 22, 
from Nigeria, signed for the 
parcel on February 3 which was 
in fact being delivered by an 
undercover police officer. 

Nwani-Iwerumor pleaded not 
guilty to three counts of being 
concerned in the supply of Class 
B and C drugs. 

Northampton Crown Court 


heard on Friday that he was work¬ 
ing as an engineer in the town 
and is in the early stages of a five 
year temporary residential visa. 

Michael Waterfield, prosecuting 
said: “The package originated in 
India and contained a 478g of a 
substance, which if it was heroin 
would have been worth £9,000. 

“However, it has since emerged 
that the package contains a 
mixture of barbatone, diazepam, 
benzocodine, as well as caffeine 
and paracetamol. 

“It is not known what the 
purpose of the mixture is but it 
may be used in the manufacture 
of something more sinister.” 


Defending, Matthew Kirk 
explained that Nwani-Iwerumor, 
of Southampton Road, 
Northampton, had been told to 
pick up the package by a friend. 

When Nwani-Iwerumor was 
originally brought before 
Northampton Magistrates’ Court 
he was remanded in custody as 
he was charged with intent to 
supply a class A drug. 

However, Recorder Sam Mainds 
granted him bail after the 
prosecution changed the charges. 

He will have to report daily 
to police and provide £1,000 in 
surety before his trial next 
month.

Police say crime 
continues to fell

FOR the seventh year on the trot 
crime across Northamptonshire 
has dropped. 

With a decrease of 10.7 per cent, 
the annual crime figures show 
between April 1, 2010 and March 
31, 2011 offences dropped from 
55,183 to 49,288 meaning there 
were 5,895 fewer victims of crime 
than in the previous year. 

Across Northampton only, 
crime fell by 9.2 per cent. 

Residential burglary is down by 
15 per cent, robbery by 14.7 per 
cent, vehicle crime by 29.3 per 
cent, criminal damage 16.1 per 
cent, violence by 0.4 per cent and 
there was a decrease in sexual 
offences by 3.3 per cent. 

Chief inspector Fay Tennet, 
from the Northampton district, 


said: “The reductions are excel¬ 
lent news for the people who live, 
work and socialise in 
Northampton. 

“Whilst the percentage decreas¬ 
es are testament to the hard work 
of the police officers, PCSOs and 
police staff, it is also a recognition 
of the work with our partners 
such as projects to tackle night 
time economy issues in the town 
centre.” 

She added: “These reductions 
also build on the hard work 
undertaken to see decreases in 
crime in the previous year as well. 

“Of course, there is still work to 
be done where there have been 
increases and these will be a 
focus for the new performance 
year.” 

In South Northants, crime fell 
by 11.6 per cent with 419 fewer 
victims of crime. 


Residential burglary was down 
by 17.3 per cent, robbery down by 

53.6 per cent, vehicle crime by 

36.6 per cent, criminal damage by 
17.5 per cent and violence by 4.4 
per cent. 

However, sexual offences are up 
from 34 to 51 victims. 

Inspector Alex Terry, from the 
South Northants Sector, said: “We 
will be continue to be maintain 
these efforts in the coming year.” 

■ A judge at Northampton 
Crown Court disagrees that crime 
in the county is down, saying this 
isn’t reflected in his court. 

fudge Richard Bray said in court 
on Tuesday: “Our Chief Constable 
may believe there is little crime in 
the county and that it has fallen 
by 11 per cent but that is not 
something that this court is 
aware of.”

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Tearful’ residents told 
of idea for new council

THE first step in trying to launch 
a parish council for St James is 
underway. 

It is hoped setting up a local 
body for this part of 
Northampton would give 
residents the chance to improve 
the area. 

The idea for a parish group 
came from the chairman of St 
James Residents’ Association, 
John Connolly. 


Mr Connolly is in favour of the 
scheme but is aware the yes or no 
for it will come from residents. 

At a recent Association meeting 
people were told what a parish 
council does, its responsibilities 
and its positive qualities. 

Speaking to the Herald & Post 
after the meeting, Mr Connolly 
felt the initial response from 
residents was ‘disappointing’. 

He said: “I think the general 
feeling was one of fear, a fear of 
change which breeds scepticism, 
worry and panic. 


“If we did have a parish council 
then we would have to pay for it.” 

He added: “Our job is to get as 
much information as we can 
about parish councils during the 
next six months. 

“We will inform residents of the 
positives as well as the negatives. 

“We will ask people do they feel 
they get value for money from 
their council tax. 

“If they feel they do not then 
if they paid £5 extra a month to 
a parish council it could make a 
difference.” 
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Some of the worst-affected women will have 
to wait an extra two years, losing as much as 
£10,000 in pension income.

Professors join forces for blooming good project 



A SCIENTIST has teamed 
up with academics from 
Mexico to publish 
research into the 
flowering times of plants 
around the world. 

Dr Jeff Ollerton, reader 
in Biodiversity at The 
University of Northamp¬ 
ton, worked with 
Mexicans Dr Miguel 
Munguia-Rosas and Dr 
Victor Parra-Tabla to 
conduct the research. 

They combined over 
the last 18 months to 


bring together data into 
the effect of natural 
selection on shaping the 
flowering times of plants. 

The work has now been 
published as a paper in 
Ecology Letters - the 
world’s second most 


highly ranked journal of 
its kind. 

Dr Ollerton said: 
“Ecologically the 
flowering time of plants 
is very important for 
pollination. If a plant does 
not flower at the right 


time it could miss its 
pollinators or be 
adversely affected by 
frost or drought and 
won’t set any seeds.” 

The research was 
funded by CONACYT, the 
national science and 
technology funding 
organisation in Mexico, 
with some additional 
funding from Santander 
Universities. 

The team are now 
planning to work 
together again. 


‘Unstable’ man avoids 
prison for child cruelty

A FORMER heavy cannabis user 
with mental health problems 
was spared jail despite repeatedly 
assaulting and attacking children 
in Northampton. 

Stephen Watts, 37, pleaded 
guilty to ten offences including 
child cruelty, assault and actual 
bodily harm. 

Northampton Crown Court 
heard on Friday how Watts 
repeatedly lost his temper, 
shouted and slapped three 
children, all under the age of 13, 
who cannot be named for legal 


reasons. Simon Ash, prosecuting, 
told the court how in one 
instance Watt hit the youngest 
child for having an epileptic fit 
and that the abuse was only 
revealed in June 2009 when one 
victim told a police officer. 

Rosa Dean, defending, said: “He 
is a changed man in the time I 
have dealt with him. 

“He has come to terms with his 
cannabis addiction and now 
knows that the way he treated 
these children was wrong.” 

Judge Christopher Metcalf 
sentenced him to 52 weeks in 
prison, suspended for two years, 
as well as a supervision order and 


150 hours community service. 
Judge Metcalf said: “I have had to 
think very carefully in this case 
and have taken a lot of time to 
consider what the appropriate 
sentence is. 

“The pre-sentence report 
indicates you are an extremely 
difficult man to deal with, with 
mental health problems and are 
emotionally unstable with a 
history of aggression and 
paranoia. 

“I have to take into account the 
recommendations from the 
report and the fact that you 
yourself were an exceptionally 
damaged child.”

A NORTHAMPTON security firm is working away 
in the background providing checks for some of 
the UK's biggest companies. Having recently 
played its part in catching a Nigerian man with 
fake documents, JONATHAN REILLY visited VSG 
to find out more about the work they do. 


LAST month the Herald & Post 
reported that a man was given a 
six-month prison sentence for 
trying to work using a false 
passport. 

Adeyemi Aluko, a 32-year-old 
Nigerian national, was caught 
out after his passport was 
examined by VSG, a 
Northampton-based security 
company. 

Using hi-tech methods of 
screening the firm was able to 
detect it was fake and alert the 
authorities. 

For Nick Palmer, head of 
screening and compliance at the 
company, catching identity 
fraudsters is part of the job. 

“We screen something like 
5,000 passports a year,” he said. 
“Typically we see a case of 
passport fraud once a month, 
perhaps even only ten a year.” 

VSG works on two levels. The 
first sees it train and employ 
security guards and provide 
background checks for some of 
the biggest companies in Britain, 
including Lloyds banking group, 


B&Q, Coca-Cola and Argos. 

It makes sure that the right 
people are working in the 
company through reference 
checks as well as looking at the 
potential employee’s right to 
work in the country. 

Mr Palmer also believes that it 
acts as a deterrent to undesirable 
workers. 

He said: “We estimate that 
about 15 per cent of applications 
drop out when they realise that 
we are going to be involved. 

“Now I’m not saying that all of 
those people will have done so 
because they have something to 
hide but we act just as much as a 


deterrent to protect companies 
from people who might be a risk 
to them.” 

The company has a team of 
experts who look through 
applications and cross reference 
details to make sure every aspect 
of an application is legitimate. 

However, the most impressive 
facility available to the company 
is its passport scanning system. 

The computer can check a 
number of different features in 
international documents from 
more than 190 different 
countries worldwide. 

Mr Palmer said: “We see 
passports from all over the world 
but most of them come from the 
areas you would expect, Eastern 
Europe, Africa and India. 

“We check a lot of European 
passports too, to see if they a 
genuine. 

“We often see a lot of people

born in West Africa, with Dutch 
or Portuguese documentation. 
These are usually legitimate but 
we always check. 

“It’s not just passport fraud but 


we check people’s references 
from previous employers. 
Obviously companies will want 
to find out if their new employee 
was dismissed for theft or some¬ 



thing similar before they get 
access to their office. People 
often don’t think about it but 
workers like cleaners often have 
access to an entire building 
when no one is about so it really 
is important to know exactly who 
they are. 

“They might not be able to 
commit massive fraud but they 
can still pose a risk.” 

VSG provide peace of mind for 
some of the largest companies in 
the UK but Mr Palmer maintains 
that the company never tell them 
whether to hire or fire a potential 
employee. 

“I think people have a right to 
know who they have working for 
them,” he said. “They have a 
right to check it. What you have 
to remember is we never tell a 
company not to employ 
someone, we just advise them in 
making their decision.”

NHS set to step up 
stroke awareness

MORE than 400 people died 
from a stroke or transient 
ischaemic attack (TIA) in 
Northamptonshire in 2009/10. 

The figures, which include a 
further 761 people admitted to 
hospital following a stroke, were 
revealed by NHS Northampton¬ 
shire. 

As well as backing the national 
Act F.A.S.T campaign which 
promotes stroke awareness, NHS 
Northamptonshire is stepping up 
activity in the county. 

The Act F.A.S.T (Face, Arms, 
Speech, Time to call 999) drive 
has raised awareness of the 
importance of getting people 
who are having a stroke to 
hospital quickly through its 
graphic depiction of an attack 
spreading like fire in the brain. 

In its first four months, the 
national advertising campaign 
helped increase the number of 
stroke related calls to the 


ambulance service by more than 
55 per cent. In support of the 
national promotion, NHS 
Northamptonshire is advertising 
Act F.A.S.T via Facebook, through 
the media and community and 
workplace events. 

It has also developed a new Act 
F.A.S.T test on its stroke website. 

Jit Parekh, stroke awareness 
campaign lead for NHS 
Northamptonshire, said: “The 
purpose of the test is for people 
to complete a series of questions 
which could help them identify 
whether someone is at risk of 
having a stroke. 

“Since we launched the test on 
our NHS Northamptonshire web¬ 
site on March 11 we have already 
had 1,137 people complete the 
online stroke test so far - it has 
been a big hit with the general 
public. 

“We aim to take a ‘viral’ 
approach with the test, so we are 
encouraging as many people to 
forward on and share the link to 
the test as possible - you can do 


this via email or through social 
networking sites such as 
Facebook and Twitter. The test is 
also being advertised to certain 
age groups on Facebook - we are 
targeting people in the 55+ group 
as they are most at risk of having 
a stroke and to 35+ who are the 
‘influencer’ and can share it with 
their parents. 

“So please, look out for infor¬ 
mation on our F.A.S.T campaign, 
take the test and tell your friends 
and relatives - you could help 
save someone’s life.” 

NHS Northamptonshire has 
also conducted 15 stroke work¬ 
shops with a range of people.

Rattigan slow burner 
fails to really take off 


REVIEW 

IN PRAISE OF LOVE 

Royal & Derngate 

Until Saturday, April 23 

YOU can hardly go to the theatre this year 
without running into a revival of a Rattigan 
play. He was born 100 years ago this year, 
you see, and that offers a neat, if 
unnecessary, excuse for a reappraisal of 
his oeuvre. 

Sometimes dismissed as a straight-laced 
playwright out of the 1950s with nothing 
to say to a modern audience, Rattigan’s 
work in fact encompasses as many 
different styles and emotions as it did 
decades, and In Praise of Love, one of his 
late works dating from the mid-70s, is a 
fascinating example. 

While I don’t believe it merits a high 
ranking in the list of great 20th Century 
plays, it nevertheless occupies interesting 
territory in its exploration of a marriage 
almost wrecked by the inability of the 
participants to express their real feelings 
for each other. 

Thus Lydia, the Estonian wartime refugee 
rescued for a life of wifely domesticity in 
Islington, conceals her terminal illness 
from her brutish Marxist literary critic 
husband Sebastian. 

He, on his part, thinks it’s better to 
conceal the fact that he actually knows 
about it, chiefly because it allows him to 
maintain the impression he has created of 
being an unreconstructed b*****d. 
Anything else sympathy, for instance, or 
an indication of some deeper emotion 
would be somehow too shocking for her 
and therefore destroy her illusions about 
him. 

Whether or not you buy the tortured 
logic that protects this very English 
repression, there’s no doubting it makes 
for powerful drama, particularly in the 
second half, when the secrets begin to 
emerge. 

Richard Beecham’s production makes 
strenuous efforts to overcome the 
wordiness and cerebral qualities of the 
writing, and only partially succeeds. It’s 



played very fast, which sometimes 
compromises its comprehensibility, and it 
has a slightly fusty aura about it, as if the 
prism of nearly 40 years since it was 
written has added nothing to an 
interpretation of the text. 

On the plus side, there’s a fantastic book- 
lined set from Naomi Dawson that 
perfectly frames the action, and some 
excellent performances, particularly from 
Sean Power as the reliable best friend of 
both husband and wife, who has to play 
dumb to each as the other reveals their 
surprises to him. Gethin Anthony, too, as 
the couple’s 20-year-old son emerging 
from the shadow of his father’s reputation, 
is touching and volatile, while Jay Villiers is 
suitably bombastic and vile as the 
unlikeable protagonist Sebastian. 

The play never really catches fire, 
however, and the searching performances 
and elegant design leave one strangely 
unmoved by the end, as if the professed 
love of the title has never quite been 
located. But then, perhaps it was never 
there in the first place.

Spring into summer 


SINCE man (and woman) first made 
the most of the lighter evenings by 
sprucing up the cave paintings after a 
hard day's hunter-gathering, April 
has been the busiest time of year for 
home improvements. 

In spring 2011 classic neutrals are still 
very much in vogue but there's a range 
of bright colours and elaborate print and 
patterns evident in the top collections 
this season. 

The daring sculptural shapes of 
contemporary furniture and fittings in 
clear polycarbonate materials combined 
with stronger pop art colour palettes 
are pushing at the boundaries of 
design trends. 

By mixing those strong colours with more 
muted tones the less confident among us 
can create a sophisticated mix without 
being too daring, while those with real 
courage can be brave and bold. 

Some trends are already familiar. 

The Coastal theme is a favourite 
particularly if (as we do) you live a long 
way from the sea. 


Distressed wood, wicker furniture and 
rope-detail accessories are paired with 
crisp and clean textiles in white and 
blue tones. 

With its focus on the natural world, this 
look works just as well as an alfresco 
theme, so invest in hammocks and 
wooden-frame deckchairs to complete 
the fresh seaside feel. 

Kitsch pastel colours and floral 
prints bring a vintage, 1950s feel to 
interior design. 

With a focus on some nostalgic idyll of 
domestic life (tell that to the women who 
had to do all their washing by hand) and 
entertaining at home, retro-style baking 
accessories brighten up kitchen decor. 

Floral prints supply a country cottage air 
while white-washed wicker accessories 
add the finishing touches to bedrooms 
and bathrooms. 

Oriental style was big on the catwalk this 
year so watch out for a Chinese/Japanese 
influence in furniture, oriental prints and 
strong colours such as orange, pink, blue 
green and turquoise. 


White, cream and beige tones on walls 
and textiles are contrasted with furniture 
in dark-stained woods and wrought iron. 
While minimalism is central to the theme, 
draped fabrics, plush linens and plump 
towels in deep smokey shades make for a 
luxurious finish. 

For immediate 'wow' factor invest in a 
statement rug. There are some stunning 
examples with fantastically complex 
woven designs around. A rug is a great 
way to introduce pattern and colour to a 
room instantly and the really good thing 
is, if you move house you can just roll it up 
and take it with you! 


Utilitarian craftsmanship and traditional 
ethnic prints reflect the Puritan Folk trend. 
Rough textured materials contrasted with 
soft, silky textiles and exuberant colour, 
calmed by cool neutrals are evidence of 
the global influence in folk patterns from 
Morocco, South America and Russia. 


Aztec-inspired geometric tiled prints, as 
well as beaded details, patchwork quilting 
and wall hangings, offer instant updates. 

If loud colours and busy patterns don't do 
it for you, there's always the classic look.

THESE days, going green at home doesn't 
mean painting the entire place the colour 
of spinach. 

In 2011 the living room has to literally 'live up' 
to its reputation.

Capability Brown knew a thing or two 
about gardens. Nobody could map out a 
formal Italian terrace like he could; he was 
a dab hand with a trowel in the 
herbaceaous border and he had an eye for 
creating a stunning vista across lakes and 
rolling, sheep-nibbled parkland. 

Your garden may not be quite in the 
Hampton Court or the Blenheim Palace 
league but you'd be amazed at what you 
can do (with just a little forethought and 
elbow grease) on even the smallest patch. 

In these economically difficult times 
garden trends have to tick a number of 
boxes not least the need to be practical, 
environmentally sound and imaginatively 
designed - and all without spending too 
much money. 

But cheer up: in 2011 you don't need to 
sacrifice any of those ideals to achieve 
your own little Eden. 

However unpredictable our English 
weather is, there's enough evidence to 
suggest that water is fast becoming a 


precious resource. 

Collecting rain in a water butt will help 
keep your garden growing through even 
the driest of summers. And there's 
nothing like the sound of a fountain 
trickling lazily in the background to 
relax you through those long hot 
summer afternoons. 

Right on trend this summer is the wild 
lawn. It's more environmentally-friendly 
and, as long as you have the right kind of 
grass, you'll only need to mow it once or 
twice a month. 

You can't hurry a garden. Unless you've 
got a team of BBC Ground Force heavies 
to come and give it an instant makeover it 
could take years to get your plot just the 
way you want it. 

But there are a few tricks of the trade you 
can bear in mind. Hot colours, such as 
reds, orange, bright yellow and even 
brilliant white will jump out at you. 

They will make a large space more 
intimate and a small garden feel 


even tinier. Cool colours - blues, soft pinks 
and lilacs mimic that atmospheric 'blue 
remembered hills' haze.

Injuries have Dunn Cobblers boss 
no favours as he plots survival bid 


FOOTBALL 

THE recent summer sun has not shined over Sixfields 
as Northampton Town remain mired in a winter of 
discontent. 

Saturday’s 4-2 defeat at home to Bury leaves them 
two points off of the League Two relegation zone and 
they must now tackle second-placed Wycombe 
Wanders. 

A Nicky Ajose double and goals from Ryan Lowe and 
Damien Mozika made it 15 games without a win for 
the Cobblers, while their misery was compounded 
when goalkeeper Chris Dunn was forced off after just 
eight minutes. 

His collision with Mozika saw him require 14 stitches 
to a deep cut above his eye, ruling him out for several 
weeks, with Shaun Hamad's two second half strikes 
providing scant consolation. 

Boss Gary Johnson did not mince his words 
afterwards, saying: “As a manager you put a team out 
there in the hope that they will make the right 
decisions more often. 

“Unfortunately in the first half some of the decisions 
were embarrassing and, as a group, to go in 3-0 down 
at home, is poor 

“We’re disappointed on the touchline to see that first 
half performance. It was really poor, it was 
embarrassing and the two strikers caused us all sorts 
of problems. 

“Of course, we had to make a change with the 
goalkeeper which messes you up because it’s a 
substitution you don’t want to use up. 

“But at half time, if I could have made ten 
substitutions then I would have made them. The only 
thing we can say is that at least in the second half we 


didn’t totally capitulate, which it looked like we might 
do at halftime.” 

It means that, eight games into his reign, Johnson is 
still looking for his first win and admitted he was at a 
loss to explain Saturday’s performance. 

“How do you explain it?” he said. “It’s a team that is 
struggling at the minute, as far as the way the goals 
are going in. One of the goals was another deflection 
and we’ve had a couple of them recently, but runners 
are getting in and people are being allowed to get in 
on our goalkeeper. 

“Just as a team, the opposition were creating a lot 
more opportunities with their runs than we were and 
that is down to the boys’ quality on the day and 
whether they can pick a pass out at the right time.” 

Defender John Johnson was also forced off with a 
thigh injury against Bury and is now a doubt for 
Saturday’s trip to Adams Park. 

Andy Holt [knee] and Michael Uwezu [hamstring] are 
also concerns, while Steve Collis is set to take over 
from Dunn. 

Despite his side sliding ever closer to the drop zone, 
Johnson is not losing faith and has pledged to find a 
way to turn things around. 

“I understand everybody’s frustrations but we have 
just got to keep going,” he said. 

“I could walk out tomorrow, but I don’t think that will 
help anything at this moment, although I’m sure some 
would like me to do that listening to a few people. 

“I just said to the boys that if there’s anything I’m 
doing that you think is causing us a problem then let 
me know and I’ll do something about it. 

“Certainly they’re happy when they’re selected and 
happy with the tactics, but unfortunately they just 
went out there and didn’t perform.”

FORMULA ONE 

DR Vijay Mallya has been pleasantly surprised by Force 
India’s showing in the first two races of the Formula One 
season after an indifferent winter of testing. 

The Silverstone-based team have taken four points 
from the opening races in Australia and Malaysia, and 
will be looking for that to continue this weekend. 

Team owner Mallya was delighted with how things 
have been going, believing there is more to come from 
them in Sunday’s Chinese Grand Prix. 

He said: “After a difficult winter testing here we are, 
two races in to the season, with two point’s finishes. 

“It’s very pleasing to see how we have progressed 
over the last few weeks, by keeping our heads down 
and focusing on our game. 

“The teams at Brackley and Silverstone have done a 
great job with the VJM04 so far, and with upgrades due 
for the coming races, I am optimistic that we shall be 


able to continue improving our form and making steps 
forward to increase our pace. 

“We head to China with our heads held high and in 
good spirits for another successful race.” 

Paul di Resta made it two points scoring finishes in his 
first two races after coming home tenth in Malaysia. 

The British driver, who is in his first season racing for 
the team after serving as their test driver in 2010, was 
pleased with how Force India’s Drag Reduction System 
worked at Sepang and can’t wait to try it out on 
Shanghai’s long start-finish straight. 

“I am looking forward to the race in China,” said di 
Resta, adding: “It is quite a technical track and one that I 
am keen to experience more as I had a small taste of it 
last year. 

“It will be interesting to see how the DRS activation 
works with the rear wing in Shanghai because if it is 
going to work anywhere that’s where it will be because 
it has a very long straight.” 



Magnificent 
Myler is one 
in a thousand

WHEN he kicked his third penalty of the 
afternoon on Sunday, Stephen Myler 
passed 1,000 points in a Northampton 
Saints shirt. He was also involved at the 
start of the move that led to Lee Dickson's 
try, as well as converting, that secured the 
23-13 victory over Ulster and with it a 
place in the Heineken Cup semi-finals. 

But Myler, ever the professional, allowed 
himself only a brief opportunity to savour 
the moment. Rather than look ahead to the 
final four clash with Perpignan, again at 
stadiumimk, on May 1, he was instead 
already looking ahead to tomorrow night. 

That is when Northampton head out on 
the long journey north to face Newcastle 
Falcons in front of the ESPN cameras, 
kicking off a run of three away games in the 
space of eight days. 

“I don’t think we’re allowed on the juice,” 
Myler said with a smile in the wake of 
Sunday’s triumph in Milton Keynes that 
ensured the Saints progressed to the semi¬ 
finals for the first time since 2007. 

“We’ve got some crucial Premiership 
games coming up now so our attention 
switches from the Heineken Cup back to 
that. 

“We’re still in with a shout of the play-offs 
and the acid test for a team is the 
Premiership season, and we’re focusing on 
that for this week and next. 

“We got to enjoy a fantastic win, but then 
we’ve got a game in five days time so we’ve 
got to be professional about it. 

“We’ve got to relax. . . and we know that 
Newcastle is going to be a stern test.” 

Not that the Ulster clash was not a 
thorough examination. Northampton had 
been trailing 13-10 at the interval against 


the Irish province, playing in the knockout 
stages for the first time since they won the 
tournament 12 years ago. 

They were also not backwards in coming 
forwards, with some big hits going in on 
defence, but Myler feels that the Saints’ 
Premiership experiences have helped them 
deal with that. 

He explained: “They’ve got some big lads 
in their team, but then again playing in the 
Premiership every week helps us out 
because there are no soft games that you 
can go into and take easily, and that 
definitely stands us in good stead.” 

Handling errors also proved costly for 
Ulster, with their try scorer Andrew 
Trimble fumbling twice and full back Adam 
D’Arcy also dropping the ball close to the 
line. 

“They’ve got some fantastic players and 
I’m sure they will be really disappointed. 

“They had opportunities, especially the 
one they dropped on the line,” said Myler. 

“They’ll rue that, but we’re just thankful 
to the get victory and whatever way that 
comes is fine.” 

Once again, the fearsome Northampton 
pack asserted their authority on the 
contest at the set piece and in open play, 
although they can expect to be pushed all 
the way up front when Perpignan come to 
Milton Keynes in three weeks. 

Myler hailed the efforts of his forwards, 
saying: “If we’re getting that kind of domi¬ 
nance up front and they’re producing 
rolling mauls then it is conducive to 
smashing it up, and playing the game we 
like to play. 

“We’ve got some big, athletic ball carriers, 
which suits us. 

“It doesn’t always happen from the first 
minute, but the way we plug away we know 
what we can do and come good.”

IF the so-called experts had been listened to, last week’s

tag as ‘the Manchester United of cricket’ despite having 
not won the Championship since 2002, instead found 
themselves having to settle for a draw against a side 
tipped to struggle. 

It was a see-saw tussle for four days at the Kia Oval 
which finished as a draw, with Northants even coming 
out on top points-wise after claiming nine from the 
contest to Surrey’s eight. 

David Capel’s men now welcome Kent to the County 
Ground for their first home game of the season, starting 
today, and the head coach is more than happy for his 
side to keep proving the doubters wrong. 

“I don’t really pay much attention to what other people 
in the media or on the circuit say, it was just something I 
happened to notice,” said Capel after reading the 
division’s glamour boys were tipped as favourites and 
his side down to finish bottom. 

“Surrey and Kent both have budgets that are twice 
what ours is so they can go out and sign lots of players, 
and have big squads. 

“The way I see it is that we recognise Kent are an 
experienced and competitive side, and we performed 
creditably in our first match. 

“I thought [team captain] Andrew Hall led the team 
well and showed great energy with both the bat and 
ball. 

“The team supported him really well, there was a lot of 
good spirit in the field and if we continue to build on this 
then there is no reason why we can’t compete against 
all-comers.” 

After losing the toss and being made to field first, 
Northants restricted the hosts to 322 and then notched 
up 376 all out to lead by 54 after the first innings, with 
Rob White top scoring on 78. 

That was after being reduced to 163/7, with an eighth 
wicket stand of 179 - a record for them against Surrey - 
between James Middlebrook [103 not out] and Hall [88], 

Home skipper Rory Hamilton-Brown then declared on 
342/6 at lunch on day four, with winter signing Zander 
de Bruyn having made 91 not out. 

Opener Mai Loye got Northants - chasing 289 to win - 
off to a fine start with 54, but his dismissal followed by 
several other quick ones saw Hall and Niall O’Brien have 
to dig in. The visitors then finished on 211/5 when bad 
light brought play to an end. 

It was a positive start to the campaign for White and 
Loye, both of whom struggled with the bat last year, and 
Capel was pleased to see the two show their 
capabilities, saying: “It was encouraging to see them 
both get runs and take their opportunities. 

“Rob struggled a bit early on but once he got past 25 
he really settled and started to enjoy himself.

“Mai settled in, batting at number three last year, but 
he is no stranger to opening. We feel that is where he is 
best suited to and he played well on a turning Oval 
pitch.” 

Today’s opponents Kent, who came down from 
Division One last year, put aside their off-field financial 
worries with a 57-run victory over fellow relegated side 
Essex at Chelmsford in their opener last week. 

Northants could be boosted by the return of seam 
bowler Jack Brooks, who was rested for the first game 
due to concerns over a niggling back injury. 

A decision was due to be made yesterday on whether 
he could play, but fellow pace man Luke Evans is 
definitely out after also missing the draw at Surrey with 
a similar problem.

to be a little bit sharper. I think they scored a good try and, 
although Roger Wilson got blocked, it was a good attacking 
move so we just had to be careful on the inside.” 

Ulster will no doubt rue their handling errors in key areas, 
one of which inside the first three minutes from Andrew 
Trimble led to Northampton’s opening try. 

His fumble of a high ball, just five metres from his own try 
line, led to a scrum for the hosts, and the ball was worked 
through the phases before Soane Tonga’uiha crashed over 
for a converted try. 

Influential Ulster fly half Ian Humphreys landed two long- 
range penalties to narrow the gap to one point before 
Trimble made amends for his earlier gaffe by scoring the try 
that gave them the lead on 32 minutes. 

Humphreys converted, but Saints kept in touch at the 
interval thanks to Stephen Myler kicking a penalty with the 
final action of the half. 

He levelled the scores with a 49th minute kick and was 
then involved in a length of the field move, conjured from 
wonderful quick passing between Chris Ashton and Ben 


Foden, that led to Lee Dickson scampering over for the game 
breaking try. 

Myler converted and soon after Adam D’Arcy was guilty of 
blowing a superb chance to get the visitors back into it when 
he spilled the ball close to the Northampton line. 

The win was sealed with a third Myler penalty, and now the 
Saints can look forward to a clash with French giants 
Perpignan, who defeated fellow Top 14 side Toulon in their 
quarter final on Saturday. 

“We will have to rethink it and it is going to be a really 
tough game,” said Mallinder, adding: “I was impressed with 
the way Perpignan played [against Toulon] and we know it is 
going to be a challenge. 

“But we’ll enjoy playing here, it’s a really good stadium and 
the crowd were magnificent. We’ve beaten Ulster, we’ve 
beaten Perpignan before in Europe and there’s no reason 
why we can’t do it again. 

“We have not got any players in the team who have played 
in the semi-final of a Heineken Cup so we’re inexperienced in 
terms of that, but we are learning all the time, and we’re all 
looking forward to that experience.”

JIM Mallinder confessed he was “very nerv¬ 
ous and sweaty” during Sunday’s Heineken 
Cup quarter final. If that was how it was for 
him sitting in the stadium :mk stands, then 
one can only imagine how it must have been 
for the players. 

It was worth their sweat and toil though as 
Northampton Saints clawed their way back 
from being behind at half time to secure a 
semi-final berth at the expense of Ulster. 

The 23-13 victory set up a return to Milton 
Keynes on Sunday, May 1, where Perpignan 
will provide the opposition, and director of 
rugby was delighted with the defensive effort 
that saw them shut out the Irish side in the 
second half.
